For years that pattern has. been 


deflationary, many 
businessmen 


say. There has been a buyers' 
market, with stiff price competi- 
tion, since about 1958. 


During this period, 
wholesale 


price indices slipped1 downward 
and retail averages held about 
steady. 'The cost-of-living index 
inched upward,: but this was al- 
\ * * most exclusively because of high- 


er charges for services (haircuts 
up 12 per cent, hospital care! up 
32 per cent, etc.), shelter and tax- 
es. Food prices have been almost 
steady for several years. 


Real estate prices kept rising 


longer, partly because of proper- 
ty taxes, but by last year, they 
too had about flattened out.

Korean Communist toured Red 
China. On his return last week to 
Pyongyang,, the North Koreart cap- 
ital, he said in a speech that "one 
half of. our territory (meaning 
South Korea) is under the occupa- 
tion of the U.S. imperialists and 
we have not yet completed the 
national liberation revolution." 


"National liberation" is a Com- 


munist way of describing a war

If the Red Chinese start some- 


thing dangerous in Asia, they 
could put Khrushchev on an un- 
comfortable spot, demanding that 
he choose between his Chinese al- 
lies and the West. 


A State Department spokesman, 


Richard I. Phillips, said Tuesday 
the North Koreans' aggressiveness 
appears to be a demonstration of 
truculence connected with the 10th 
anniversary

which brought an end to big-scale 
fighting in Korea. 


"However, I would not want to 


exclude the possibility of their be- 
ing linked to wider developments 
in Asia," Phillips said. 


By this he meant reports of a

last fall.

A government statement dis- 


tributed by the official New China 
news agency said the Peking re- 
gime would not adhere to the

The statement 
described 
the 


partial test ban pact as a "dirty 
fraud" and said it was designed 
"to prevent all the threatened 


peace-loving countries, including 
China, from increasing their de- 
fense capability." 


The indisputable facts prove," 


it said, "that the policy pursued 
by the Soviet government is one 
of allying with the forces of war 
to oppose the forces of peace, al- 
lying with imperialism to oppose 
socialism, allying with the United 
States to oppose China, and ally- 
ing with the reactionaries of 
countries to oppose the people o 
the world."

HOLLYWOOD (AP)—This is the 


season when television columnists 
visit this busy film community for 
a preview of fall and! winter pro- 
grams. 


This activity involves visiting a 


lot of film studios and talking with 
producers, stars, writers and press 
agents.

Williams said he had invited 


Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz 
to testify Tuesday, The senator 
said the program had severely re- 
duced job opportunities and limit- 
ed the wages of American farm 
workers.

farm worker program which pro- 
longs and aggravates this situa- 
tion," Henning said 


Chairman Harrison A. Williams 


Jr., D-N.J.. of the migratory la- 
bor subcommittee referred at the 
outset of the hearing to "the very 
sudden action" by the Senate Ag- 
riculture Committee on a bill to 
extend "the importation of Mexi- 
can farm labor for another year." 


"I think it is important," Wil- 


liams said, "that this subcommit- 
tee hear evidence on the relation- 
ship between the use of these bra- 
ceros (Mexican workers) and the 
persistent underemployment and 
low earnings of our own citizen 
farm workers." 


The subcommittee is considering
